I am in favor of some business 
j legislation. 
What 1 
understand 
by business legislation, is the re- 
peal of those laws that thru 
en­ 
forcement have been found to be 
impotent or oppressive, and there 
are many such on 
our 
statute 
books. Or if We should not desire 
to repeal them, amend or modify 
them so as to make them really 
useful. 
AH laws should be en­ 
forced if good. If not they should 
be repealed. 
To illustrate, take our tax laws 
as applied to the vendor and ven- 
dee of land. Say the 
purchaser 
of land at $2,00(b pays one 
half 
cash, 
balance 
in 
vendor 
lien, 
interest bearing notes 
on 
long 
time. 
Our present law 
compels 
the purchaser to pay 
taxes 
on 
<8000 worth of land, 
wheii 
he 
really owns only one half of an 
incomplete title to 
same, 
while 
the holder of the notes 
bearing 
the ten per cent interest, 
if 
he 
honestly lists them for assessment, 
(which we are sorry to say he does 
not always do), pays taxes on one 
half the land value, all of which 
is a double tax on the land. This 
is discrimination, as well as 
op­ 
pressive on the debtor w'ho pays 
a tax not only on what he 
owns, 
but also on what he hopes to ow-n. 
which he may never do. 
To me 
this looks unfair and I c a n ’t un­ 
derstand wrhy this has been per­ 
mitted to go on so long. No doubt 
it has resulted in the inability of 
many hard working men to pay 
out their little homes. Especially 
is this true when the remedy ap­ 
pears so simple. 
Suppose every 
vendor of real estate should be re­ 
quired to list his lien notes 
for 
purchase money for record as thev 
do where chattel mortgages an* 
given, with the county clerk, in a 
book kept for that purpose with 
each transfer thereof easily acces­ 
sible to tin* tax assessor, and so 
amend the law to provide that the 
purchaser should be assessed only 
in proportion as he has paid for 
the land. What would be the re­ 
sult 
This system of double taxa­ 
tion would be abolished, and an 
additional incentive given 
poor 
men to buy and own their much 
needed homes, and an increased 
respect for the law. I believe the 
owners of such notes should be 
required to file them as before sta­ 
ted by law\ under penalty of los­ 
ing the interest on each and 
all 
notes for every year he fails to 
so list or file them. Then the bur­ 
den of taxation would be equally 
shared by all. 
I 
believe 
when 
vendors lien notes are foreclosed 
the judgm ent should 
extend 
to 
the land involved or in question 
and no further. 
Our election laws should be so 
amended that we would be guar­ 
anteed an intelligent vote and an 
honest count. 
1 am of the opin­ 
ion that the law’ should require a 
majority vote at the primaries. 
I am opposed to the present fee 
system ami favor tin* placing of 
all public officials on a salary ba­ 
sis, all excess fees going into the 
county treasury. 
I am in favor of the betterment 
of our rural school system to the 
end, if possible, that the country 
children shall be afforded as good 


('ollege and 
and a fair

1 am in favor of all 
measure« 
that will tend to help the farmers, 
the bone and sinew of the state 
and nation, and if elected, I will 
[ favor any measure that will aid 
them in the proper marketing of 
their products. 
I favor “ homes for the home­ 
less ’ and land for the 
landless, 
and believe the state should ren­ 
der such aid possible in reaching 
this muchly desired goal. 
I favor the state erecting fire 
proof buildings for the different 
eleomosvnary institutions, to the 
end that the residents of those in­ 
stitutions, the wards of the state, 
may be properly 
and 
carefully 
eared for in a sanitary, healthy 
and happy manner. 
This is the 
greatest kindness we can render 
these unfortunates, and we should 
remember at all times the words 
of the »Master; “ In as much as ye 
did it unto one of the

janent the report of the grand jury 
[published in the Chief-Exponent 
of two week* ago. 
This report after showing that 
the grand jury had examined 251 
witnesses during the ten days ses­ 
sion and returned 
five 
felony 
and 62 misdemeanor indictments 
states: 
“ In this connection we desire to 
state that the greatest part of our 
time has been taken up in the in­ 
vestigation of misdemeanor mat­ 
ters. and we would suggest that 
these matter* could in most in­ 
stances he handled by the County 
Attorney and Justice of the Peace 
us successfully as they could be by 
the grand jury, and we find that 
in these matters the County At­ 
torney is very diligent and has 
done all that is in his power to in­ 
vestigate these matters under the 
conditions that 
exist, 
but 
we 
would suggest that if it was pro­ 
vided in some way that he could 
have an officer at his command to 
summon the witnesses before hint 
when these matters are called to 
his attention it would be a great 
saving to the county and in this 
connection we would respectfully 
suggest that the Commissioners’ 
Court make some provision 
by 
which the 
sheriff's 
departm ent 
could summon such witnesses and 
would suggest that the Commiss­ 
ioners' Court increase the Sher­ 
iff s ex-officio salary enough 
to 
pay 
the 
Sheriff 
a 
reasonable 
amount for summoning witnesses 
before the County Attorney and 
Justice of the Peace in these m at­ 
ters.” 
Would this body wrhose duty it 
is to aid in supressing every char­ 
acter of wrong intentionally in­ 
sinuate that tin* peace officers —* 
the sheriff, his deputies and 
the 
constables of the county—have or 
would refuse to execute subpoenas 
for witnesses to eonie before the 
county attorney or justice of the 
peace? "We do not 
believe 
they 
wmuld want to censure a faithful 
officer of our county, yet we find 
this language as above 
show n: 
“ but We would suggest that if it 
was provided in some way that he 
(the county attorney) could have 
an officer at his command to sum­ 
mon the witnesses 
before 
him 
when these matters are called to 
his attention it would be a great 
saving to the county.” In W hite’s 
Criminal Procedure, revision 1900. 
we find this language: “ He (every 
peace officer) shall 
execute 
ail 
lawful process issued to him by 
any magistrate or 
court,” 
and 
Art. 941, in effect, constitutes the 
several justices of the peace courts 
of inquiry and the county attorney 
has only to prepare his subpeonas 
for any number of witnesses and 
turn them over to the sheriff, anv
